Plant  Roses  This  Fall 


Rose  bushes  planted  this  Fall  will  become  well  established  before  Winter  sets  in  ;  and  next  year  will  see  them  better  de¬ 
veloped  and  bearing  a  greater  abundance  of  well  formed  bloo  ms  than  those  plants  set  out  next  Spring. 

This  advantage  is  accompanied  with  very  little  risk  providing  the  following  simple  directions  are  followed.  In  Fall,  just 
before  cold  weather  sets  in  and  frost  enters  the  ground,  mound  the  soil  around  the  branches  of  the  plant  at  least  ten  inches 
high  and  cover  with  a  little  straw  or  some  other  loose  litter.  This  will  prevent  the  wind  and  sun  from  drying  the 
branches  during  the  Winter.  These  directions  are  illustrated  in  sketch  below.

Pot  Culture.  A  light,  rich  soil  enriched  with  bone  meal, 
sand,  and  leaf  mould  is  most  suitable ;  use  a  five-inch  pot  and 
have  the  top  of  the  bulb  just  below  the  surface  of  the  soil. 
After  setting  the  bulb,  thoroughly  firm  the  soil  and  give  it  a 
good  watering.  The  pots  should  then  be  set  away  in  a  cool 
cellar  or  outhouse  and  covered  over  with  coal  ashes  or  some 
litter.  When  well  rooted,  which  will  be  in  about  twelve 
weeks,  they  may  then  be  brought  as  wanted  for  a  succes¬ 
sion  of  flowers  into  a  moderately  warm,  light  room  and 
forced. 

Outdoor  Culture.  The  bulbs  may  be  planted  in  beds  any 
time  after  the  beginning  of  October  and  before  the  Winter 
frosts  set  in.  Any  good,  well-drained  garden  soil  will  answer. 
Set  the  bulbs  from  four  to  five  inches  below  the  surface,  and 
about  six  inches  apart;  after  the  ground  becomes  frozen, 
give  them  a  good  covering  of  stable  litter.

Planting  Table  for  Plants  and  Bulbs 

The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  plants  or  bulbs  re¬ 
quired  to  fill  a  circular  bed  of  the  dimensions  given.  In 
planting  begin  at  outside  row — where  6  inches  apart,  3  inches 
from  edge  of  bed ;  where  12  inches  apart,  6  inches  from  edge 
of  bed.  It  is  customary  among  professionals  in  planting  a 
bed  to  set  the  plants  or  bulbs  somewhat  closer  together  in  the 
two  outer  rows,  giving  more  space  between  each  plant  or 
bulb  toward  the  center  of  the  bed.
